Voting was heavy throughout the, 
country, and it was* estimated tonight > 
that between 75 and 80 per cent of. 
the voting populatiom went to the | 
polls. 

The plebiscite was without incident. | 
In the early evening, huge crowds 
here greeted the first returns with 
thunderous cheering and firecrackers. 
Buses and tramcars had pictures of 
King George pasted on them. The 
streets were lighted brilliantly. 

Michael Acopoulo, former prime 
minister and head of the conservative 
democratic party, announced the dis- 
solution of his party “for reasons sim- 
ilar to those which influenced the 
party to refrain from participating } 
in the July 6 elections.” 

It was understood, however, that 
the party probably will be reconsti- 
tuted later. 

Republican leaders were reconciled 
tonight to a sweeping royalist victo- 
ry, although they continued to claim 
that the voting population is at least 
70 per cent republican.

Eight men and one woman comprise the public contact delegation 
this trip. They file into the presidential office. It is a 12-by-10 cubby- 
hole about one-twentieth the size of his Washington workroom. The 
approach is direct from the driveway, preventing any view of the interior 
of the mansion. 1 

President Roosevelt is seated at a small -mahogany desk next to the 
only window, which looks out upon an uninspiring driveway entrance. 
Callers wonder why he did not choose a large room on the other side 
of the house, commanding a magnificent view of the Hudson, instead of 


this ex-servants’ pantry. 
SENSITIVITY The President permits no such wondering. He speaks 

¢ at once to the callers as they come through the door. 
He doubts that they were all abed when the earthquake occurred at 
1 o'clock that morning.

As a rule itching and irritation of 
the skin subsides within a few days 
‘under this diet, and healing begins. 

The diet should be followed 
or less strictly for several months after 
the dermatitis has disappeared. 

In this country many physicians re- 
gard eczema or dermatitis as an aller- 
gic condition, at least in a large num- 
ber of cases. That means the skiu 
trouble is due to a peculiar hypersensi- 
‘tiveness of the individual to some par- 
ticular food, perhaps. It is likely to 
occur in a child whose family history 
shows such conditions as asthma, mi- 
graine, hay fever, hives—that is, ta- 
ther, mother, uncle, aunt, grandpar- 
ents have had these troubles. If the 
eczema is of this nature, of course 
the specific excitant must be determin- 
ed either by skin tests or by the elim- 
ination of diet, and the prevention or 
‘treatment prescribed accordingly.
